Two Ballot Recounts 
Will Be Sought From 
Hamilton’s Board 


CINCINNATI (Pl—T w o ballot re­ 
counts, one of interest to the whole 
country and the other to Cincinnati 
citizens and political scientists, wit 
be sought Monday from the Hamil­ 
ton County Board of elections. 
Hie nationwide attraction in­ 
volves the U. S. senatorial race be­ 
tween Democratic Sen. Thomas A. 
Burke and Republican Rep. George 
H. Bender. 
Bender was the apparent win­ 
ner in the Nov. 2 election by 
6,041 vote margin. Burke has chal­ 
lenged the accuracy of the count 
and seeks a recount of ballots in 
certain areas. 
“We definitely will file for re­ 
counts of all of Hamilton, Stark, 
Mahoning and Summit counties 
and maybe parts of Cuyahoga and 
Franklin counties,** said Joseph 
Sullivan, the senator’s campaign 
manager. 
Burke said a recount also will be 
demanded in Tuscarawas County. 
He said the senatorial votes in at 
least a quarter of the state's 11,347 
polling places will be recounted. 
Burke supporters must put up 
bonds totaling $10 for each precinct 
where a recount is requested. If 
the totals are changed 4 per cent or 
if the election results are reversed, 
the money is refunded. 
Bender received a plurality of 
more than 40,000 votes in Hamilton 
County. 
Of interest to Cincinnatians and 
students of political science is the 
proportional representation (PR) 
race. Cincinnati is the largest city 
in the United States with this 
complicated system of voting. 
The first official tabulation of 
votes showed PR had lost by 382 
to an untried “6-X” system under 
which citizens would vote for only 
six men. The nine candidates get* 
ting the largest number of votes 
would be elected. A recount in 497 
of the city’s precincts, however, 
reversed that decision. PR gained 
I,172 votes to apparently win by 
790 votes. 
• 
Now anti-PR forces say they will 
ask for a recount of the city’s 
remaining 226 precincts. 
Cincinnati is governed by a nine 
man city council, which names a 
mayor from within its ranks, and 
an appointed city manager, the 
city’s top administrator. In most 
cities, the nine candidates getting 
the most votes either at large or 
in wards would be elected. 
But under PR, all candidates are 
ranked by the voter from one 
through 20 to 25, depending on the 
number of candidates. 
* 
To be elected, a candidate must 
get one-tenth plus one of the first- 
choice votes. This number is called 
a quota. Extra votes for a win­ 
ning candidate are distributed to 
the 
voters* 
second 
and 
third 
choices. The votes for low candi­ 
dates, who are eliminated, are 
handed out in the same manner 
The gain of PR in the vote re­ 
count gave heart to Burke forces 
To get recounts in the four coun­ 
ties Sullivan named, Democrats 
would have to post $23,710. How 
much further they go depends on 
how much money can be raised, 
Sullivan said. 
Ted W. Brown, secretary of state 
and chief Ohio election official, 
said it would probably take three 
days to recount Hamilton County’s 
1,102 precincts.

LONDON, CB— The Soviet Union 
has given strong indications re­ 
cently she is planning to set up an 
East European security system in 
answer to the West’s North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
It is believed that Marshals 
Georgi Zhukov, Vasily Sokolovsky 
and Konstantin Rokossovsky—all 
Soviet World War II heroes—are 
now working out details of the new 
alliance. They also are expected to 
play leading roles in the military 
organization. 
The Soviet Union and its satel­ 
lites have signed mutual assist­ 
ance treaties and trade accords. 
But as far as is known. Red East 
Europe has no formal interlocking 
military alliance placing war re­ 
sources under a single command. 
British officials say Moscow’s 
current propaganda line is prac­ 
tically spelling .out the Kremlin’s 
plans, which they believe will ma­ 
terialize at a conference Nov. 29. 
In a note to European nations 
and the United States last week, 
the Soviets suggested an interna­ 
tional conference on that date to 
discuss European security. 
Most Western Powers already 
have indicated they will turn down 
the bid. The United States, Britain 
and France say they will not enter 
direct talks with the Soviets until 
the Paris agreements on the free­ 
ing and rearming of West Germany 
have been ratified by the parlia­ 
ments of the signatory nations. 
Soviet satellite states, however, 
are falling into line. To date, Po­ 
land, 
Ccechoslovakia, 
Romania, 
Bulgaria, Albania, East Germany 
and Hungary have approved the 
idea and declared their readiness 
to participate in a European secur­ 
ity system. 
Finland also has accepted the 
Soviet invitation, but only if other 
invited nations participate. The 
Helsinki government was the first 
nation outside the Iron Curtain to 
formally reply to the Russians. 
British sources believe the So­ 
viets will hold the conference even 
if the West declines to attend. It 
will give them a platform from 
which to set up their own security 
system.

U.S. Nears 
Completion Of 
2 Atom Plants 


Oak Ridge, Paducah 
Additions About Set; 
Portsmouth No. 3 


OAK RIDGE, Tenn. UPI — The 
government is nearing completion 
of two huge atomic plants which 
already have greatly increased the 
nation’s production of fissionable 
U235 for atomic and hydrogen 
weapons. 
The two plants, costing nearly 
one billion dollars, are additions 
to existing installations here and 
at Paducah, Ky. A third facility 
now under construction near Ports­ 
mouth, Ohio, will add substantially 
to the U235 output. 
The three installations produce 
U235 by what is called the gaseous 
defusion process. This is a method 
of separating fissionable U235 from 
natural uranium. 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
declined commeAt on progress of 
the three-pronged construction pro­ 
gram, but it was learned reliably 
today that the Oak Ridge and Pa­ 
ducah facilities are in their final 
building stages. The Portsmouth 
plant was projected two years ago 
as a 4-year job. 
An authoritative source said the 
plants include a vast amount of in-

Communists 
Build Force 
In Viet Nam 


Report Awaited On 
^Top-Level Talks By 
Dulles And Mendes 


WASHINGTON (B—Reports that 
the Communists have assembled 
three new divisions in North Viet 
Nam focused fresh importance on 
a communique to be issued today 
at the close of top level French- 
American talks. 
French Premier Mendes-France 
and Secretary of State Dulles held 
a lengthy huddle on the matter 
yesterday, 
authoritative inform­ 
ants said, but so far there has 
been no official hint on how the 
two nations propose to meet the 
reported new threat. 
The 
communique 
also 
was 
watched for any indications of how 
close Mendes-France and Dulles 
came to agreement during face-to- 
face talks this week on Indochina, 
European and N o r t h African 
problems.

A 
final 
Dulles-Mendes-France 
meeting on “odds and ends” was 
set for this morning before the 
French leader’s scheduled air de­ 
parture for New York. 
Mendes-France and Dulles met 
for 2Vz hours yesterday, afternoon, 
virtually finishing their three-day 
review of 22 topics ranging around 
the globe. 
Among other things, the report­ 
ed creation of three new Viet- 
minh divisions and movement of 
heavy military gear into Red-held 
North Viet Nam in violation of 
the Geneva peace agreement was 
said to have been discussed by 
the F r e n c h and American dip­ 
lomats. The three new divisions 
would boost the Vietminh total to 
ll. Two of the new units were said 
to be armored. 
This new development, it was 
said, raises the possibility of new 
offensive intentions by the Reds, 
either 
through 
direct 
military 
moves or threatened action aimed 
at 
bringing 
pressure 
to 
bear 
against non-Communist South Viet 
Nam. 
Dulles and Mendes-France were 
understood to have agreed in large 
part on political and military 
steps to deal with the situation. 
The political steps reportedly in­ 
cluded ways and means of devel­ 
oping an effective anticommunist 
government in South Viet Nam and 
agricultural reform. The military 
measures involve use of available 
military equipment in the south to 
train and arm units of a native 
anti-Communist army. 
The bulk of the conference time 
was understood to have been de­ 
voted to Far East problems, al­ 
though the French and American 
eaders were reported to have 
talked about France’s troubles 
with North 
Africa, Nationalists 
and about Franco-German rela­ 
tions, particularly in relation to 
the dispute over the coal-rich Saar- 
and. 
Diplomatic informants said Men­ 
des-France has shown a consider­ 
able degree of agreement with 
U.S. points of view.

Store May Cut 
mf 
Prices Below 
Fair Trade’ 


Cincinnati Concern 
Will Do It To Meet 
Discount Competition 


CINCINNATI WV-Shillito’s, Cin­ 
cinnati’s largest department store, 
will cu t prices below the fair 
trade mark if need be to meet 
discou nt hou se competition, a store 
spok esman said today. 
Discou nt hou ses generally adv er­ 
tise they sell items way below the 
department store prices throu gh 
elimination of large rental, credit 
and special serv ices. 
“We are trying to meet the prob­ 
lem of price cu tting as well as we 
can u ntil the manu factu rers figu re 
ou t how to handle their merchan­ 
dise,” said Fred Lazaru s III, ex 
ecu tiv e v ice president and general 
manager of Shillito’s. 
On fair traded items, the manu 
factu rer sets a minimu m price be­ 
low which retailers are not su p­ 
posed to go. 
“Major 
electrical 
appliances 
hav e been a fair trade problem for 
a long time,” Lazaru s said. “We 
were able to meet the discou nt 
hou ses by offering a good trade-in 
allowance. Bu t now we’re going 
to mark the low price. Let the cu s­ 
tomers k eep the trade in.” 
He said it always has been Shil­ 
lito’s policy to meet prices bu t that 
on fair - trade items the “law gets 
in the way.” 
When the store finds discou nt 
hou ses selling below the fair trade 
price, it notifies the manu factu rer. 
If the manu factu rer doesn’t stop 
the price cu tting within a week or 
10 days, Lazaru s said, Shillito’s 
will start selling at that price. 
A similiar policy has been follow­ 
ed for abou t six months, Lazaru s 
said, bu t now the store will adv er­ 
tise its prices.

WASHING’TON 
— A Federal 
Commu nications Commission ex­ 
aminer, who said the control of 
mass commu nications media mu st 
o e div ided, yesterday recommend­ 
ed a telev ision station license be 
granted to a small pu blishing t e n 
at Canton, Ohio. 
£ xan)iner Fanney N. Litv in re­ 
jected applications of two other 
interests for the station on Channel 
29. They were Bru sh-Moore News­ 
papers, Inc., pu blisher of the Con- 
ton Repository, and the Stark Tele­ 
casting Corp., associated with Can­ 
ton Radio Station WCMW. 
The examiner approv ed granting 
the license to Tri-Cities Telecast­ 
ing, Inc. 
Soon after Examiner Litv in’s 
recommendation was made pu blic, 
Bru sh-Moore Newspapers, Inc, is- 
su red a statement saying, “Bru sh- 
Moore has not as yet had an op­ 
portu nity to stu dy the FCC ex­ 
aminer’s report. . . .We will need 
some time before determining what 
cou rse of action we will want to 
foUow.” 
Examiner Litv in made her choice 
among the applicants, she said, 
principally on the issu e of div ersi­ 
fication of control of the media of 
mass commu nications. 
She said Bru sh-Moore “ mu st be 
greatly disfav ored” in its bid for 
a TV channel becau se it owns the 
Repository and six other daily 
newspapers in Ohio and Maryland 
in addition to ownership of radio 
stations WHBC and WHBC — FM 
in Canton and WPAY and WPAY— 
FM in Portsmou th, Ohio. 
Tri-Cities president and largest 
single stock holder is Morton Frank . 
The firm pu blishes two shopping 
newspapers in the Canton area, the 
Canton Economist and the Stark 
Cou nty Times. 
Tri - Cities, howev er, owns no 
broadcasting properties, said Ex­ 
aminer Litv in. 
She said the Bru sh-Moore radio 
stations in Canton had a good rec­ 
ord of serv ice bu t that WCMW, 
althou gh satisfactory as to p ro­ 
gramming, sometimes had failed 
to comply with all of the com­ 
mission’s technical regu lations.

examiner’s 
recommenda­ 
tions are su bject to challenge du r­ 
ing a 40-day period before any 
fu rther action is tak en by the com­ 
mission itself.

Court for the Western District of 
Pennsylvania that there was suf­ 
ficient evidence on which the jury 
could return verdicts against both 
defendants. 
Plaintiffs in the suits were Rose 
and Dominick Carpini, and Mary 
and Ann Rocchio, minors, repre­ 
sented by their legal guardians, 
John and Pauline Rocchio.

‘Fair Trade’ 


Cincinnati Concern 
Will Do It To Meet 
Discount Competition 


CINCINNATI WI—Shillito’s, Cin­ 
cinnati’s largest department store, 
will cut prices 
below the fair 
trade mark if need be to meet 
discount house competition, a store 
spokesman said today. 
Discount houses generally adver­ 
tise they sell items way below the 
department store prices through 
elimination of large rental, credit 
and special services. 
“We are trying to meet the prob­ 
lem of price cutting as well as we 
can until the manufacturers figure 
out how to handle their merchan­ 
dise,” said Fred Lazarus III, ex­ 
ecutive vice president and general 
manager of Shillito’s. 
On fair traded items, the manu­ 
facturer sets a minimum price be­ 
low which retailers are not sup­ 
posed to go. 
“Major 
electrical 
appliances 
have been a fair trade problem for 
a long time,” Lazarus said. “We 
were able to meet the discount 
houses by offering a good trade-in 
allowance. But now we’re going 
to mark the low price. Let the cus­ 
tomers keep the trade in.” 
He said it always has been Shil­ 
lito’s policy to meet prices but that 
on fair • trade items the “law gets 
in the way.” 
When the store finds discount 
houses selling below the fair trade 
price, it notifies the manufacturer. 
If the manufacturer doesn’t stop 
the price cutting within a week or 
IO days, Lazarus said, Shillito’s 
will start selling at that price. 
A similiar policy has been follow­ 
ed for about six months, Lazarus 
said, but now the store will adver­ 
tise its prices. 
Asked if the Shillito system was 
a violation of fair trade laws, Laza­ 
rus said “we haven’t been sued.'*

within cities is ex hau sted, mo v ement to im­ 
mediately adjacent areas has been accelerated. 
Peo ple liv ing o n the o u tskirts o f o u r majo r 
cities hav e no real incentiv e to beco me a part 
o f them. In mo st cases, their tax es are less 
bu rdenso me, and in so me cases, they hav e 
been the beneficiaries o f ex tended water and 
sewer lines and o ther facilities that leav e little 
to be desired. 
The pro blem has g ro wn to su ch an ex tent 
that mu nicipal g o v ernment as we kno w it to day 
wo u ld seem to be antiqu ated. 
The tho u sands o f families which hav e been 
respo nsible fo r mu shro o ming co mmu nities o u t­ 
side co rpo ratio n limits mu st no t, ho wev er, per­ 
sist in their feeling that they o we no depen­ 
dency to their mo ther cities. 
It is alarming ho w co mpletely independent 
mo st o f them feel 
they are. Whether they 
realize it o r no t, they hav e a big stake in the 
welfare o f the co rpo rate co mmu nity becau se, in 
mo st cases, it is there that they are g iv en an 
o ppo rtu nity to earn their liv ing . 
If the co re withers and dies, the adjo ining 
co mmu nities mu st wither and die also It do es 
no t necessarily fo llo w that annex atio n is the 
answer, bu t a g reater 
appreciatio n 
o f 
the 
need to share the tremendo u s financial bu rdens 
o f the cities is imperativ e. 
The city inco me tax has o ffered o ne so lu tio n 
to the pro blem. Other so lu tio ns may 
m a ke 
themselv es apparent as time g o es o n, and it 
may u ltimately beco me necessary fo r 
t h e 
state to inject itself into the pictu re with a 
realig nment o f su bdiv isio ns that will o ffer a 
mo re realistic appro ach. 
Co u nty co mmissio ners, as well as city o ffi­ 
cials, are well aware o f the pro blem. T h e y 
hav e had new respo nsibilities thru st u p o n 
them to the po int that part-time attentio n no 
lo ng er is su fficient to a pro per discharg e o f 
their du ties. 
The need is fo r sy mpathetic u nderstanding o n 
bo th sides. Otherwise, we co u ld wind u p with 
a crazy qu ilt o f co nfu sio n.

American to day is afraid to ex press his perso nal 
o pinio ns o n co ntro v ersial su bjects fo r fear he 
mig ht be hau led befo re McCarthy and su bjected 
to ru thless qu estio ning .

The peo ple with who m we are acqu ainted 
aren’t afraid to say what they think. In fact, 
we do n’t kno w any o ne, perso nally , who , at the 
dro p o f a pin, wo u ldn’t ex po u nd freely fo r o r 
ag ainst McCarthy , o r o n any o ther su bject o f 
y o u r o r his cho o sing .

It is co n­ 
stantly being pu lled to ward t h e 
New Deal by the co mpro mises it 
has to make with it to g et leg is­ 
latio n thro u g h Co ng ress 
and 
to 
meet the criticisms o f a mo re arti­ 
cu late pu blic o pinio n than the co n­ 
serv ativ es can pro du ce. 


IN CONGRESS, the co nserv ativ e , 
g ro u p is fo rcefu l bu t has beco me 
bo g g ed do wn in the McCarthy qu ar­ 
rels. The lo ss o f co mmittee chair­ 
manships will lessen the influ ence 
o f many o f the co nserv ativ es in 
the Senate; the effo rt that is being 
made to remo v e Jo e .Martin fro m 
the mino rity leadership can lessen 
co nserv ativ e influ ence in the Ho u se 
o f Representativ es. 
An activ e bu t no t y et effectiv e 
campaig n is being wag ed to sepa­ 
rate Vice President Nix o n fro m 
the President. 
Nix o n has g ro wn in statu re du r­ 
ing the campaig n and the co nserv a­ 
tiv es no w lean o n him as Üieir o nly 
appro ach to the White Ho u se. 'They 
will no lo ng er deal with Sherman 
Adams. 
They u sed to feel that they co u ld 
reach the President thro u g h Gen. 
Wilto n B. Perso ns and Jack Martin 
who had been Sen. Taft’s adminis­ 
trativ e assistant. They had co nfi­ 
dence o nly in these two members 
o f the White Ho u se staff. 
It is no w believ ed that bo th are 
being u ndermined by the To m 
Dewey - Jo hn J. McClo y - Pau l 
Ho ffman g ro u p in the White Ho u se 
who read the electio n retu rns as a 
co nfirmatio n o f the President’s per­ 
so nal po pu larity while it is a re­ 
jectio n o f the Repu blican party in 
Co ng ress. 


IN THIS atmo sphere the Repu bli- 
can party can decay . In the y ears 
between 19 33 and 19 53, when the 
Repu blicans were o u t o f o ffice, 
ho pe bu rned eternal that so meday 
the party mig ht retu rn to po wer 
and then the Repu blicans wo u ld g o 
to to wn, pu blishing secret do cu ­ 
ments, pu rsu ing co ng ressio nal in­ 
v estig atio ns, replacing Demo crats, 
catching Co mmu nists

McCarthy fig ht. And at the end o f 
two y ears, no ne o f the secret do cu ­ 
ments hav e been pu blished, fe w 
Demo crats hav e been replaced, 
and while McCarthy and Jenner 
hav e g o ne after Co mmu nists and 
spies, they hav e been slapped do wn 
fo r their effo rts. 
So the talk o f a third party co n­ 
tinu es and all so rts o f plans and 
dev ices are in the air. They will 
co ntinu e to be in the air u nless a 
natio nal leadership appears which 
is mo re like Linco ln than like Fre­ 
mo nt. Su ch a leadership has no t 
y et appeared.

to co mpany will pay the jo bless 
wo rker an additio nal su m to make 
u p a to tal o f what he wo u ld hav e 
earned had he co ntinu ed at his reg ­ 
u lar au to - making jo b.

NOW IF THE u nemplo y ment in­ 
su rance ag ency g ets a “ su itable” 
jo b fo r the u nemplo y ed au to wo rk­ 
er, bu t^at a lo wer wag e —ev en o u t­ 
side the indu stry — the au to co m­ 
pany which laid him o ff wo u ld hav e 
to pay the difference between what 
he earns o n his tempo rary jo b and 
what he was earning in its plant. 
Th^ u nio n wants the rig ht to de- ! 
cide what a su itable jo b and su it­ 
able pay are and will ask that this 
be written into the new co ntract. 
Also a pro v isio n that a man who 
takes ano ther jo b after he is laid 
o ff by an au to plant, and then lo ses 
o r qu its that jo b, can co me rig ht 
back in u nder the g u arantee o f a 
fu ll y ear’s pay by the o rig inal au to 
co mpany . 
His g u arantee by the au to co m­ 
pany will merely be ex tended fo r 
the leng th o f time he wo rked else­ 
where. He still will g et a fu ll y ear’s 
pay fro m the au to co mpany , re­ 
g ardless o f the time o u t. 
All these demands, plu s o thers, 
are estimated to co me to a billio n 
do llars annu ally if Reu ther insists 
o n them. Ho wev er, Fo rd and the 
United Au to Wo rkers may co mpro ­ 
mise o n so me o f these — bu t Reu th- , 
er will strike if in so me way the ' 
principle o f a g u aranteed annu al 
wag e is no t established.

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Era Of ‘Suburbanitis’ 
All cities in Ohio over 100,000 are being 
plagued these days by “suburbanitis,” and as 
time goes on and population strains corporation 
limits, smaller cities likewise will begin to feel 
its effects. 


Ohio’s rigid annexation laws make it virtually 
impossible for a municipality to extend its 
boundaries, and as room for easy expansion 
within cities is exhausted, movement to im­ 
mediately adjacent areas has been accelerated. 
People living on the outskirts of our major 
cities have no real incentive to become a part 
of them. In most cases, their taxes are less 
burdensome, and in some cases, they have 
been the beneficiaries of extended water and 
sewer lines and other facilities that leave little 
to be desired. 
The problem has grown to such an extent 
that municipal government as we know it today 
would seem to be antiquated. 
The thousands of families which have been 
responsible for mushrooming communities out­ 
side corporation limits must not, however, per­ 
sist in their feeling that they owe no depen­ 
dency to their mother cities. 
It is alarming how completely independent 
most of them feel they are. Whether they 
realize it or not, they have a big stake in the 
welfare of the corporate community because, in 
most cases, it is there that they are given an 
opportunity to earn their living. 
If the core withers and dies, the adjoining 
communities must wither and die also It does 
not necessarily follow that annexation is the 
answer, but a greater 
appreciation 
of the 
need to share the tremendous financial burdens 
of the cities is imperative. 
The city income tax has offered one solution 
to the problem. Other solutions may m a k e 
themselves apparent as time goes on, and it 
may ultimately become necessary for 
t h e 
state to inject itself into the picture with a 
realignment of subdivisions that will offer a 
more realistic approach. 
County commissioners, as well as city offi­ 
cials, are well aware of the problem. T h e y 
have had new responsibilities thrust u p o n 
them to the point that part-time attention no 
longer is sufficient to a proper discharge of 
their duties. 
* 
The need is for sympathetic understanding on 
both sides. Otherwise, we could wind up with 
a crazy quilt of confusion.

Conservatives Form Action Committee 


The Next Step 


When Col. Robert R. McCormick 
first launched his “For America” 
movement, it was rightly assumed 
.that he was planning a third party, 
by a union of 
c o n servative 
forces, 
even­ 
tually 
to 
re­ 
place the Re­ 
publican party. 
T h i s 
move­ 
ment has now 
matured i n t o 
activity, head­ 
ed 
b y 
Gen. 
R o b e r t 
E. 
George Sokolsky W o o d an d 
Clarence E. Manion. But it is to be 
non-political in the sense that it 
will 'not nominate candidates for j 
public office but is to be educa­ 
tional in stimulating political opin­ 
ion. It looks as though it might be­ 
come a conservative counterpart 
of the socialistic ADA. 
Such movements are to be com­ 
mented upon after they got going 
rather than at the moment of pro­ 
jection. The appointment of a pol­ 
icy committee of 43 would indicate 
that it has finally found its char­ 
acter and its stride. The p o l i c y 
committee includes names of great 
leadership of the Republican party. 


THIS IS significant only in the 
sense that the organizers are ap­ 
parently avoiding a political label 
of any kind. It is perhaps for that 
reason that not a single senator is 
among the 43 recently announced. 
From the start, there has been 
a difference of opinion among the 
organizers of this movement as to 
whether it should be actively poli­ 
tical or educational. The activists 
included Hamilton Fish, who re­ 
signed when his views were reject­ 
ed. 
Fish, like so mahy dissatisfied 
Republicans, is seeking a conserva­ 
tive party which would be repre­ 
sentative of that large element in 
the American people which has 
never become accustomed to the 
New Deal now pervading b o t h 
parties. How large that conserva­ 
tive element is numerically, no one 
can say because it has never had 
the opportunity to register 
its 
strength in a presidential election 
since 1932. 
The controlling force in the Re­ 
publican party today, is not con­ 
servative. It calls itself middle-of- 
the road which is indefinable and 
tends to be opportunistic. It is con­ 
stantly being pulled toward th e 
New Deal by the compromises it 
has to make with it to get legis­ 
lation through Congress 
and to 
meet the criticisms of a more arti­ 
culate public opinion than the con­ 
servatives can produce. 


IN CONGRESS, the conservative 
group is forceful but has become 
bogged down in the McCarthy quar. 
rels. The loss of committee chair­ 
manships will lessen the influence 
of many of the conservatives in 
the Senate; the effort that is being 
made to remove Joe .Martin from 
the minority leadership can lessen 
conservative influence in the House 
of Representatives. 
An active but not yet effective 
campaign is being waged to sepa­ 
rate Vice President Nixon from 
the President. 
Nixon has grown in stature dur­ 
ing the campaign and the conserva­ 
tives now lean on him as their only 
approach to the White House. They 
will no longer deal with Sherman 
Adams. 
They used to feel that they could 
reach the President through Gen. 
Wilton B. Persons and Jack Martin 
who had been Sen. Taft’s adminis­ 
trative assistant. They had confi­ 
dence only in these two members 
of the White House staff. 
It is now believed that both are 
being undermined by the Tom 
Dewey - John J. McCloy - Paul 
Hoffman group in the White House 
who read the election returns as a 
confirmation of the President’s per­ 
sonal popularity while it is a re­ 
jection of the Republican party in 
Congress. 


IN THIS atmosphere the Republi­ 
can party can decay. In the years 
between 1933 and 1953, when the 
Republicans were out of office, 
hope burned eternal that someday 
the party might return to power 
and then the Republicans would go 
to town, publishing secret docu­ 
ments, pursuing congressional in­ 
vestigations, replacing Democrats, 
catching Communists and spies. 
That was the spirit of the 1952 
convention. 
Now the Republicans have been 
in office two years and little of 
this has occurred. In fact, the work 
of the congressional committees 
has bogged down altogether in the 
McCarthy fight. And at the end of 
two years, none of the secret docu­ 
ments have been published, fe w 
Democrats have been replaced, 
and while McCarthy and Jenner 
have gone after Communists and 
spies, they have been slapped down 
for their efforts. 
So the talk of a third party con­ 
tinues and all sorts of plans and 
devices are in the air. They will 
continue to be in the air unless a 
national leadership appears which 
is more like Lincoln than like Fre­ 
mont. Such a leadership has not 
yet appeared.

Inside On Labor

It will be Reuther against Ford 
in ’55. 
That restless redhead, W a l t e r 
Reuther, has waited five years for 
the end of his 
j n o n • aggres­ 
sion pact with 
the auto indus­ 
try. Now 
he 
has completed 
his battle plans 
down t o the 
l a s t 
detail. 
They call for a 
one - front at­ 
tack on th e 
Ford Motor Co. 
in the fight to revolutionize labor 
demands. 
Reuther will ask Ford to be the 
first to guarantee to pay its 125.000 
workers a set annual wage. The 
Auto Union chief picked Ford be­ 
cause this company has some 300,- 
000 fewer workers than the giant 
General Motors Corp. and at the 
moment is better able to get up a 
guaranteed annual wage fund than 
the Chrysler Corp. 
Reuther picked Ford because he 
doesn’t expect the Big Three of the 
auto 
industry 
to 
stand 
solidly 
against him. Therefore, he can 
strike just one of them. If he 
strikes Ford, his Auto Union will 
have to support only about one- 
quarter the number of workers he 
would have to keep on strike relief 
if he hit GM. 
• 


THE CIO CHIEF will have mil­ 
lions of dollars to back him up— 
and he can expect considerably 
more from other CIO and AFL 
unions, too. But even these millions 
wouldn’t be enough to keep over 
400,000 GM workers in groceries, 
rent, car and other installment pay­ 
ments. and clothes for several 
months. 
Reuther now has 9 million dol­ 
lars in his strike fund. By raising 
the monthly dues of his 1,250,000 
followers at their convention next 
March 27. the CIO’s strategist ex­ 
pects to jack this up to 25 million 
dollars by the time he’s ready to 
call his people out on the sidewalks. 
Dues now are $2.50 a month. They 
are expected to go to $7.50 for the 
duration. 
The Auto Onion will have until 
next fall to whip up this fund. The 
five-year GM contract expires May 
29, 1955. The Ford pact ends on 
June I and Chryslers on Aug. 31. 
There will be dramatic negotiations 
and a battle of some sharp wits 
and sharper publicists long before 
then. But not until summer’s end 
is Reuther expected to pick his tar­ 
get officially. 


NO ONE IN this battle, however, 
is expected to ask for unconditional 
surrender. Reuther wants to estab­ 
lish the principle of the guaranteed 
week as well as the guaranteed an­ 
nual wage. 
In other w o r d s , the dynamic < 


young CIO chief, who has been bid­ 
ing his time all tjiese years, wants 
to end the two and three-day week. 
He wants the auto industry to pay 
any one of its 900,000 employes for 
a full week, once the worker is 
called in for a day or two — re­ 
gardless of whether there is a full 
week’s work. 
Reuther wants a guarantee of 40 
hours pay for 52 weeks to all em­ 
ployes working in a plant more 
than two years. 
There’s a lot more in the Auto 
Union’s highly complex demands. 
For example, in theory it asks that 
the auto companies guarantee their 
two - year and more employes a 
“standard of living” to which they 
have been accustomed. 
In other words, if a man is laid 
off and he goes to his unemploy­ 
ment insurance agency and re­ 
ceives unemployment relief, the au­ 
to company will pay the jobless 
worker an additional sum to make 
up a total of what he would have 
earned had he continued at his reg­ 
ular auto - making job. 


NOW IF THE unemployment in­ 
surance agency gets a “suitable” 
job for the unemployed auto work- 
I er, but at a lower wage —even out­ 
side the industry — the auto com­ 
pany which laid him off would have 
to pay the difference between what 
he earns on his temporary job and 
what he was earning in its plant. 
Th^ union wants the right to de­ 
cide what a suitable job and suit- 
i able pay are and will ask that this 
be written into the new contract. 
Also a provision that a man who 
takes another job after he is laid 
off by an auto plant, and then loses 
or quits that job, can come right 
i back in under the guarantee of a 
full year’s pay by the original auto 
company. 


j 
His guarantee by the auto com­ 
pany will merely be extended for 
the length of time he worked else­ 
where. He still will get a full year’s 
pay from the auto company, re­ 
gardless of the time out. 
All these demands, plus others, 
are estimated to come to a billion 
dollars annually if Reuther insists 
on them. However, Ford and the 
United Auto Workers may compro­ 
mise on some of these — but Reuth­ 
er will strike if in some way the 
principle of a guaranteed annual 
wage is not established. 


The oft-quoted adage, “to e a t 
like a horse,” doesn’t mean so 
much, since a horse can eat only 
about eight or nine times its body 
weight in a year, while the aver­ 
age h u m a n adult consumes 16 
times his body weight in that time.

“What a spectacle the Senate is 
making of itself these days! How 
thin - skinned they are! Why, in 
the days of La Follette and Borah 
and Jim Reed we wouldn’t have 
spent our time worrying about 
what one senator said in denounc­ 
ing another.” 
The elder La Follette in a Sen­ 
ate speech, for example, called 
Sen. Kellogg “a cringing creature” 
and added that “God almighty has 
given him a hump on his back, 
crouching, cringing, un-American 
and unmanly.” 
Kellogg had presented a request 
to the Senate subcommittee on 
privileges and elections calling for 
the expulsion of La Follette on a 
charge of “sedition and disloy­ 
alty.” 
No censure resolution was ever 
proposed for any such remark. In­ 
deed, La Follette not only defied 
this Senate sub-committee by re­ 
fusing to appear before it for cross- 
examination but on another occa­ 
sion he did exactly what Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy is being condemned for— 
he invited thousands of federal ern- 
ployes to disregard an executive 
order and to give him information 
about what was happening inside 
the executive branch of the gov­ 
ernment. 
The elder La Follette since has 
been extolled as a great liberal 
by public speakers, including for­ 
mer President Truman. 


THE INCITEMENT to disregard 
presidential decrees occurred in 
1912 as a consequence of two ex­ 
ecutive orders — one issued in. 
January 1906 by President The­ 
odore Roosevelt and the other in 
November 1909 by President Wil­ 
liam Howard Taft — forbidding 
government employes from giving 
information to members of Con­ 
gress under penalty of dismissal. 
The second executive order read 
in part: 
“Nor shall any such person re­ 
spond to any request for informa­ 
tion from either house of Congress, 
or any committee of either house 
of Congress, or any member of 
Congress, except through, or as 
authorized by, the head of his de­ 
partment.” 
Sen. La Follette wrote to thou­ 
sands of government employes, 
primarily the mail clerks. Here is 
how “La Follette’s Weekly,” in an 
article placed in the Congressional 
Record on Aug. IO, 1912, comment­ 
ed on this “gag order” : 
“Denied the right to petition 
Congress for relief from conditions 
such as these, the mail clerks de­ 
termined to protect themselves by 
organizing. This drew from the ad­ 
ministration a series of persecu­ 
tions almost unparalleled. T h e 
men were told, in effect, that ac­ 
tivity 
along 
these 
lines would 
mean the loss of their jobs. 
Sen. La Follette took hold of 
this situation. He addressed let­ 
ters to all the mail clerks asking 
for the facts. Fom the pile of cor­ 
respondence he received, a most 
appalling mistreatment of govern­ 
ment employes and American cit­ 
izens is revealed.” 


REP. LLOYD, in a speech in 
the House at the time, said: 
“If no government employe 
is 
permitted to speak, e x c e p t i n g 
through his department chiefs, and 
the department chief through the 
cabinet officer, then this is 
an 
aristocratic government, dominat­ 


ed completely by the official fam­ 
ily of the President. If the prin­ 
ciple enunciated in these executive 
orders is to be carried to the ex­ 
treme, then there is no possible 
way of obtaining information ex­ 
cepting through the cabinet offi­ 
cers, and if these officials desire 
to withold information and s u p ­ 
press the truth or to conceal their 
official acts it is within their pow­ 
er to do so.” 
Then “La 
Follette’s 
Weekly,” 
commenting further, said: “T h e 
‘gag rule’ is un-American, unjust. 
It may fit into the scheme of things 
in a country like Russia, but is 
entirely antagonistic to the spirit 
of our institutions. It is a slap at 
the Constitution and an affront to 
our citizens.” 
Then both houses of Congress 
passed a law which is still on the 
statute books. It permits execu­ 
tive employes without penalty to 
transmit to members of Congress 
information they request. 


THE WATKINS committee sig­ 
nificantly quoted the 
statute 
in 
question. It conceded that Sen. 


McCarthy Is a person “ authorized” 
under the context of the law to 
receive information, but insisted 
that he could not make public any 
“classified” information. 
This, of course, he didn’t do. But 
that’s also a debatable point, for 
an executive officer could call any­ 
thing “classified” and suppress in­ 
formation or fire an employe who 
gave the facts on corruption or 
treason to a member of Congress. 
The Watkins 
committee 
didn’t 
press any censure charge on this 
ground. 
The important point is that this 
is a very old issue, and yet mil­ 
lions of words have been written 
recently condemning the Wiscon­ 
sin senator for “inciting” govern­ 
ment 
employes 
to violate the 
“law” when he did what his pred­ 
ecessor from Wisconsin did. 
In urging government employes 
to give data to members of Con­ 
gress despite an executive order— 
which, of course, is not law unless 
Congress sanctions it—Sen. La Fol­ 
lette performed 42 years ago a 
constructive service to government 
employes, the benefits of which are 
still available to them today. 
Reds Court Japanese

TOKYO 
China has opened an intensive 
friendship campaign aimed at Ja­ 
pan and within the framework of 
communism’s world-wide peace of­ 
fensive. 
The objective is to drive a wedge 
between the United States and Ja- j 
p a n . The immediate aim is 
a 
neutral Japan. For the future, Com- ! 
munist domination over Japan is 1 
the dream. 
Peiping and Moscow feel there is 
more of a chance to neutralize I 
this country than to take her over * 
at this stage of history. Their un­ 
derlying 
thought 
is: 
American 
troops must vacate Japan; Ameri­ 
can influence must be erased. 
To achieve its aim, Peiping is 
taking groups of Japanese leaders 
—politicians, scientists, feminists, 
reporters—on grand tours of China. 
They spend a week in the capital, 
are rushed through industrialized 
Manchuria. They are taken to 
model farms and model factories, i 
They are wined and dined and in­ 
troduced to Premier Chou En-lai. 
All of this creates a rosy impres­ 
sion in the visitors’ mind. 
In return, the Chinese have sent 
a Communist Red Cross delega­ 
tion headed by Madame Li Teh- 
chan to tour Japan, to give the 
impression “we are good friends, 
and we should get along.” 
I 
The opening salvos of the cam- ' 
paign have been effective. Not for 
a decade have Japanese newspap­ 
ers printed so many stories about . 
China. Returning visitors are en­ 
thusiastic over what they h a v e 
seen; some try to be objective; 
none are critical of their Com­ 
munist hosts. 
State Department officers f e e l 
that the Japanese don’t take the 
Chinese Reds as seriously as they 
should. However, there is more 
awareness in Japan of the danger 
of a strong, unified Communist 
China than there was two years 
ago. 
The middle-of-the-road Japanese 
think they can split the Chinese 
from Russia. Many still think of 
the China they knew in the ‘thirties 
and ‘forties, not of the new China 
of the ‘fifties. 
There remains a big misconcep­ 
tion—a false hope—about t r a d e 
with Chiq?. But even Japanese ex­ 


perts agree that trade with China 
would not solve Japan’s basic 
economic problems. 
The left wing parties' are using 
the China issue to embarrass the 
Yoshida government, although on­ 
ly the extreme left wing socialists 
advocate a break with the U.S. 
and a hop. skip and jump into the 
Communist camp. 
The* 
Japanese 
government’s 
viewpoint is simple. If China and 
Russia want to be friends let them 
sign the San Francisco Treaty of 
Peace. Until that treaty is signed 
Japan remains technically at war 
with the two Communist giants of 
Asia. 
The State Department is convinc­ 
ed that there is no possibility that 
in the near future the Japanese 
government will change its China 
policy to match that of G r e a t 
Britain. Despite local pressure, the 
Yoshida regime will make no deal 
with Chou En-lai. 
Despite 
all 
their 
talk 
about 
friendship, neither Moscow n o r 
Peiping have done much to pro­ 
mote their words into action. So 
far the Chinese have released only 
30 fishermen they have caught at 
sea. They hold many more fisher­ 
man and thousands of other Jap­ 
anese. The Russians continue to 
stand pat against admission of 
Japan to the U.N. 
When the novelty of the friend­ 
ship campaign wears off, the Jap­ 
anese will look for the concrete 
results and an antidote will set in, 
State Department officials believe.

stantly c o m- 
plained about everything — condi­ 
tions, people and himself. Conse­ 
quently he was essentially both 
unhappy and unhealthy. In recent 
years, however, I began to notice 
a profound change in him. He be­ 
came joyful, optimistic, healthy, 
even almost radiant. His friends 
began to speak about him in a 
more complimentary fashion; Peo­ 
ple’s eyes would light up when his 
nape was mentioned. Eventually 
I found an opportunity to ask him 
about this remarkable change in 
his personality and in his relations 
with other people. I was astonished 
when he told me: “ Everything that 
has changed about me is the re­ 
sult of the application of one word, 
a magic word. That magic word is 
‘Thanks.* ** 


IT ALL BEGAN when, inad­ 
vertently, he thanked someone for 
doing something a little out of the 
way and noticed both a pleasura­ 
ble glow in himself and a warm 
response in the other person. He 
tried again showing appreciation 
and got the same reaction. From 
that very simple beginning, he be­ 
gad to thank everybody for every­ 
thing. 
Then, in his reading, he came 
upon a statement by W i l l i a m 
James that the most fundamental 
desire of human nature is to be 
appreciated, and another by Emer­ 
son that to have a friend you must 
be one. 
“ I learned from this,** he told 
me, “ that if you give appreciation 


to people, you win their regard, 
and also that it makes you feel so 
much better.’* 
Then he went on to say a wise 
thing: “The attitude of gratitude 
can do wonders for you,’* and add­ 
ed, “ I am grateful to other people 
and, most of all, grateful to God. 
Every day of my life I now repeat 
to myself the words from the 107th 
Psalm, ‘O Give thanks unto the 
Lord, for he is good: for his mercy 
endureth for ever.* If everyone 
would say and practice that pass­ 
age each day, there would be few­ 
er unhealthy and unhappy p e o ­ 
ple." So concluded my interesting 
friend. 


I WONDER how many disgrunt­ 
led, unhappy, dissatisfied people 
may be reading these words? I 
suppose there are many, but no 
one needs to be that way. Happi­ 
ness is within your grasp, and ifs 
as simple as to take a positive 
view of the good things God has 
given you. For our own mental 
health and general well-being, we 
should emphasize the blessings we 
have rather than the things which 
we lack. 
If you don’t really believe you 
have these many blessings to be 
thankful for, I recommend an in­ 
teresting experiment that will prove 
it to you. Put a pencil and a piece 
of paper in your pocket or hand­ 
bag. Every time during the day 
you feel moved to say thanks for 
something, or are glad about some­ 
thing, or experience a feeling of 
appreciation, note what you a r e 
thankful for. 
You will find at the end of your 
day that you have a very full list 
indeed. If, in the words of the old 
hymn, you will “ Count your bless­ 
ings, name them one by one.** you 
will be aware of many additional 
ones for which you did not take 
time to say ‘Thanks’ on paper. 
So this year why not add up 
your blessings. You’ll be surprised 
at how many you actually have. 
Emphasize the ‘Thanks’ in Thanks­ 
giving and adopt the attitude of 
gratitude. This will add new zest 
and usefulness to your life.

WHEELING, W. Va. (Æi — The 
p resident and vice p resident of Fol­ 
lansbee Steel Corp . would each be 
p aid up to $15,000 annually as con­ 
sultants in a p rop osed merger of 
the corp oration, according to a 
member of the firm’s board of di; 
rectors. 
William B. Paul made the state­ 
ment last night as he testified at 
a federal court hearing. The two- 
day hearing on a p etition to halt 
the sale of the firm to Frederick 
W. Richmond for some $9 ,286,000 
was recessed indefinitely . 
Paul identified the corp oration’s 
p resident as Marcus A. Follansbee 
and the vice p resident as John J. 
Harding. 
At the end of last night’s session 
Judge Herbert S. Boreman ordered 
both sides to file written arguments 
p icking out what they thought was 
the p ertinent evidence. 
He said he would hand down a 
decision as soon as he has an op ­ 
p ortunity to examine the argu­ 
ments and the evidence. 
On Nov, 1 the shareholders voted 
overwhelmingly to sell the firm to 
Richmond, a New York financier. 
They also ap p roved a p lan to 
merge the firm’s corp orate shell 
with the Frontier Chemical Corp ., 
Wichita, Kan., and Consumers Pro­ 
ducts Corp ., Chicago. 
Op p osition to the p rop osed sale 
to Richmond, slated to be consum­ 
mated Nov. 30, develop ed after he 
announced p lans to sell the ma­ 
chinery at the steel firm’s main 
mill in Follansbee, W. Va., to Re­ 
p ublic Steel Corp . 
Rep ublic say s it p lans to move 
the eq uip ment to Gadsden, Ala. 
The mill emp loy s some 700 work­ 
ers and is the community ’s main 
source of tax income. 
The disp ute became intensified 
after two other offers besides Rich­ 
mond’s were made, to buy FoUans- 
bee. The p rop osals came from Mrs. 
Arlene Warner of Greenwich, Conn. 
and a group headed by Louis Berk- 
man of SteubenvUle, Ohio, and Cy ­ 
rus Eaton, a Cleveland industrial­ 
ist. 
Both the Warner and Berkman- 
Eaton offers included p romises to 
keep the West Virginia mill run­ 
ning. 
Richmond 
and 
Rep ublic 
p ledged to keep p art of the mill 
running for at least a y ear, giving 
emp loy ment to an estimated 350 
workers. 
•The steel firm denied in court 
Thursday it had received bona fide 
p rop osals either from Mrs. Warner 
or the Berkman - Eaton group . Fol­ 
lansbee also declined to p resent the 
two p rop osals at the shareholders 
meeting. 
The Berkman - Eaton group p ro­ 
p osed to buy 51 p er cent of the 
firm’s stock immediately at $21 a 
share and the remainder for the 
same p rice within a y ear. 
The head of Follansbee testified 
y esterday he had seen a letter in 
court Thursday from the Central 
National Bank of Cleveland that 
said Berkman had dep osited one 
million dollars Nov. 1 to show go<^ 
faith in his offer to buy the firm’s 
stoclc. 
MeanwhUe, in Washington the 
p rop osed sale to Richmond was be­ 
ing investigated by the Senate 
Anti - Monop oly Subcommittee, a 
branch of the judiciary group . The 
subcommittee has said the p ro­ 
p osed sale “may well violate var­ 
ious p rovisions of the anti-trust 
laws.’’

AKRON, Ohio WV-Ohio’s movie 
censorship law will get a full ex­ 
amination in the next Legislature, 
which convenes in January . 
The p roblem will be to amend 
the state’s censorship lajws to con­ 
form with United States Sup reme 
Count rulings. 
An attemp t wiU be made by 
theater owners to get the General 
Assembly to rep eal Ohio’s movie 
censorship laws. This is exp ected 
to fail, however. 
A majority of the legislators- 
elect are against taking the censor­ 
ship laws off the books, according 
to a survey by the Akron Beacon 
Journal in which 58 p er cent of the 
169 lawmakers p articip ated. 
Of these 69 .3 p er cent are against 
rep eal, 21.9 are for rep eal and 8.8 
p er cent are undecided. 
Many who voted for outright re­ 
p eal said they would go along with 
‘some strong amendments to the 
p resent laws.” 
These legislators think the Ohio 
Censorship Board is too strict 
about certain things in movies 
which won’t hurt any body .” 
Many members of the Assembly 
will insist that the word “immoral” 
be defined in the p resent Ohio 
censorship laws and intend to in­ 
troduce amendments to the law at 
the next session to define “im­

Has ‘Customary9 
Talk With Hiss 
LEWISBURG, Pa. (JI—Warden 
Fred Wilkinson says Alger Hiss has 
had the “customary” talk with him 
in preparation for his scheduled 
release Nov. 27 from the U. S. 
Penitentiary. 
Wilkinson said yesterday that the 
discussion be had with Hiss was 
concerning his future. The warden 
declined to disclose any further de­ 
tails of the conversation. 
Hiss, who is No. 19137 in the 
prison here, will be released after 
serving 3% years for perjury in 
connection with questions asked 
him by a congressional committee 
about Communist activities. He is 
being released on a conditional 
basis, having earned “meritorious 
good time” which was deducted 
from his five-year sentence. 
Following his release, Hiss must 
report at least once a month to a 
probatibn officer, giving details of 
his work, earnings, and other 
facets of his life. 
A prison spokesman said Hiss 
worked as a recording clerk on the 
clothing detail during his confine­ 
ment and spent a great deal of 
time reading.

Follansbee Co. 
Pair Would Get 
$15,000 Each 


Board Member Bares 
Statement In Court 
Hearing On Sale Plan 


WHEELING, W. Va. Uh — The 
president and vice president of Fol­ 
lansbee Steel Corp. would each be 
paid up to $15,000 annually as con­ 
sultants in a proposed merger of 
the corporation, according to a 
member of the firm's board of di­ 
rectors. 
William B. Paul made the state­ 
ment last night as he testified at 
a federal court hearing. The two- 
day hearing on a petition to halt 
the sale of the firm to Frederick 
W. Richmond for some $9,286,000 
was recessed indefinitely. 
Paul identified the corporation's 
president as Marcus A. Follansbee 
and the vice president as John J. 
Harding. 
At the end of last night's session 
Judge Herbert S. Boreman ordered 
both sides to file written arguments 
picking out what they thought was 
the pertinent evidence. 
He said he would hand down a 
decision as soon as he has an op­ 
portunity to examine the argu­ 
ments and the evidence. 
On Nov. I the shareholders voted 
overwhelmingly to sell the firm to 
Richmond, a New York financier. 
They also approved a plan to 
merge the firm’s corporate shell 
with the Frontier Chemical Corp., 
Wichita, Ran., and Consumers Pro­ 
ducts Corp., Chicago. 
Opposition to the proposed sale 
to Richmond, slated to be consum­ 
mated Nov. 30, developed after he 
announced plans to sell the ma­ 
chinery at the steel firm’s main 
mill in Follansbee, W. Va., to Re­ 
public Steel Corp. 
Republic says it plans to move 
the equipment to Gadsden, Ala. 
The mill employs some 700 work­ 
ers and is the community’s main 
source of tax income. 
The dispute became intensified 
after two other offers besides Rich­ 
mond's were made, to buy Follans­ 
bee. The proposals came from Mrs. 
Arlene Warner of Greenwich, Conn. 
and a group headed by Louis Berk- 
man of Steubenville, Ohio, and Cy­ 
rus Eaton, a Cleveland industrial­ 
ist. 
Both the Warner and Berkman- 
Eaton offers included promises to 
keep the West Virginia- mill run­ 
ning. 
Richmond 
and 
Republic 
pledged to keep part of the mill 
running for at least a year, giving 
employment to an estimated 350 
workers. 
The steel firm denied in court 
Thursday it had received bona fide 
proposals either from Mrs. Warner 
or the Berkman - Eaton group. Fol­ 
lansbee also declined to present the 
two proposals at the shareholders’ 
meeting. 
The Berkman - Eaton group pro­ 
posed to buy 51 per cent of the 
firm’s stock immediately at $21 a 
share and the remainder for the 
same price within a year. 
The head of Follansbee testified 
yesterday he had seen a letter in 
court Thursday from the Central 
National Bank of Cleveland that 
said Berkman had deposited one 
million dollars Nov. I to show good 
faith in his offer to buy the firm’s 
stock. 
Meanwhile, in Washington the 
proposed sale to Richmond was be­ 
ing investigated by the Senate 
Anti - Monopoly Subcommittee, a 
branch of the judiciary group. The 
subcommittee has said the pro­ 
posed sale “may well violate var­ 
ious provisions of the anti-trust 
laws.”

Ohio’s Movie 
Censor Law To 
Be Examined 


Legislature Problem 
To Make It Conform 
With Court Rulings 


By CLYDE MANN 
AKRON, Ohio (B—Ohio’s movie 
censorship law will get a full ex­ 
amination in the next Legislature, 
which convenes in January. 
The problem will be to amend 
the state's censorship l^ws to con­ 
form with United States Supreme 
Count rulings. 
An attempt will be made by 
theater owners to get the General 
Assembly to repeal Ohio’s movie 
censorship laws. This is expected 
to fail, however. 
A majority of the legislators- 
elect are against taking the censor­ 
ship laws off the books, according 
to a survey by the Akron Beacon 
Journal in which 58 per cent of the 
169 lawmakers participated. 
Of these 69.3 per cent are against 
repeal, 21.9 are for repeal and 8.8 
per cent are undecided. 
Many who voted for outright re­ 
peal said they would go along with 
“some strong amendments to the 
present laws.'* 
These legislators think the Ohio 
Censorship Board is too strict 
about certain things in movies 
“which won’t hurt anybody.” 
Many members of the Assembly 
will insist that the word “immoral” 
be defined in the present Ohio 
censorship laws and intend to in­ 
troduce amendments to the law at 
the next session to define “im­ 
moral” a n d to clarify existing 
law. 
The U. S. Supreme Court re­ 
cently found censorship of one 
film by the Ohio Censorship Board 
to be unconstitutional. But later a 
common pleas judge in Columbus, 
Ralph J. Bartlett, upheld censor­ 
ship of films in Ohio. 
State Sen. Charles A. Mosher, 
Oberlin Republican, and a news­ 
paper publisher, succeeded in get­ 
ting the Assembly, during its last 
session, to take censorship off mov­ 
ing picture newsreels. 
Rep. 
George H. Kirkpatrick, 
Knox County Republican, express­ 
ed many legislator’s views on the 
censorship when he said: 
“I believe our censorship laws 
should be amended to meet the 
latest decisions of the courts.” 
Other comments were: 
Rep. A. G. Lancione, Belmont 
Democrat: “I feel there should be 
some regulation, even though it’s 
only a registration to keep com­ 
panies in line.” 
Robert H. Longsworth, Carroll 
County Republican: “I am against 
repealing censorship of movies un­ 
til some other means of checking 
films is instituted.” 
Ray Miller, Republican of Pauld­ 
ing County: “Ohio’s movie censor­ 
ship laws do not seem to be very 
effective in curbing anything im­ 
moral in public screen showing. 
It seems tHere should be some 
censorship regulation of movies.” 
Sen. J. E. Simpson, Forest Re­ 
publican: “the attorney general 
should make recommendations as 
to amendments to the movie cen­ 
sorship laws as will enable the 
laws to function in the interest of 
society.” 
Sen. Ross Pepple, Lima Republi­ 
can: “Censorship laws should be 
repealed at once.”

RCA Declares 
Agreements OK’d 
By 
U.S.,Courts 
NEW 
YORK 
(AV—The 
Radio 
Corp. of America, charged with 
monopolizing radio-television pat­ 
ent rights since 1932, says the 
agreements complained a b o u t 
were approved by the government 
and by the courts in 1932, and also 
upheld in court in 1942 and 1954. 
The government, filing a civil 
antitrust suit yesterday, said com­ 
peting 
radio-TV 
manufacturers 
had to depend on RCA, which 
obtained rights to 10,000 U.S. pat­ 
ents and allegedly used them to 
control new developments in the 
industry. 
Only RCA’s patent licensing sys­ 
tem was being contested, with no 
question raised about its manu­ 
facturing operations. 
The government asked no pun­ 
ishment for the corporation, but 
only that it be required to share 
its patents and know-how more 
readily with other concerns. 
Among others named as co* 
conspirators in the suit — but not 
defendants — were the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., the 
Western Electric Co., Bell Tele­ 
phone Laboratories, the General 
Electric Corp. 
In a statement yesterday, RCA 
said it does not acquire for itself, 
nor does it grant to others, exclu­ 
sive patent licenses. 
RCA also said its “liberal licens­ 
ing policy of making inventions 
available to all has resulted in the 
development of the radio-tele^s- 
ion industry as the fastest growing 
and most competitive industry in 
America.”
